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'FORGET POLITICS' 
PLEA IN A&E FIGHT

POLITICS must be cast aside 
and borders disregarded, two 
mayors from neighbouring 
towns have said as they join 
forces ahead of a final deci¬ 
sion on where the county’s 
only A&E will be located. 

The mayor of Oswestry Paul Milner 
and mayor of Welshpool Steve Kaye 
met this week to discuss what action 
to take ahead of the Future Fit deci¬ 
sion on whether the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital or Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital will be the A&E site. 

This comes after leaked papers revealed the 
RSH as the favoured location. Councillor Kaye 
said: “This is by no means the end of the road, 
the people that are getting excited need to stop 
2 because a decision hasn’t 
i been made yet and people 
1 need to be told this. 

“Forget the politics - this 
is so much more than poli- 

I tics - this is ultimately about 
saving people’s lives, and the 
public being given misinfor¬ 
mation will not help that. 

“This isn’t about individu¬ 
als or individual councils say¬ 
ing ‘look at me, look at what 
I’m or we’re doing’, this is

about working together to ensure everyone has 
the correct information. 

“We want the general public to know that we 
are on board but we are working with the health 
board (SaTH - Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust), not against them.” 

Following their meeting the two mayors are 
also extending their discussions to include 
Newtown Town Council, other town councils 
in Shropshire and parish councils in Shropshire 
and Mid Wales. 

Councillor Kaye said: “This is a cross-border 
challenge but one that will sort something out 
rather than politicians saying this, that and the 
other.” 

Before the final decision is made by the Fu¬ 
ture Fit programme board, Councillor Kaye 
said plans are afoot for residents to take part 
in a full consultation, which Welshpool Town 
Council plans to co-ordinate by sending book¬ 
lets through every door, creating a website and 
hosting public information events. 

Councillor Milner said: “It was a good meet¬ 
ing. Oswestry and Welshpool really do have a 
lot of common ground and it makes sense for 
us to work together because we’re neighbouring 
towns, and I think we stand stronger together 
than individually. I’ve been visiting the parish 
councils in the villages surrounding Oswestry 
and still have some to get to - having their sup¬ 
port in this vital.” 

This week he also pledged to “bang the drum 
until the very end” in order for emergency care 
to stay as close to Oswestry as possible.

COUNCIL 

Deputy leader in 
pledge over sale 
of smallholdings 

THE rights of tenants of local authori¬ 
ty-owned smallholdings will be protected 
even if they are not in a position to pur¬ 
chase their farms, the deputy leader of 
Shropshire Council has pledged. 

Councillor Steve Charmley said that 
as a farmer the proposed disposal of the 
council’s smallholdings “has been a battle 
of conscience” for him. 

Earlier this year Shropshire Council 
said it was being forced to sell them be¬ 
cause of spiralling maintenance costs. 

He said: “Having been a farmer born 
and bred, logic tells me that council small¬ 
holdings are an essential part of the agri¬ 
cultural eco system. Headlines have also 
suggested that the tenants will be evicted 
from their homes with the properties 
being sold to the highest bidder.” 

He said the truth was “totally differ¬ 
ent” adding: “All the sitting tenants will 
be given the opportunity to purchase the 
freehold of the properties, allowing them 
to take control of their own destiny.” 

At present, Councillor Charmley said 
eight tenants had bought their freehold, 
with a further eight about to complete 
their purchase. 

“The remaining tenants will be fully 
supported. If they are not in a position to 
purchase their farms the freehold will be 
sold, but the tenants’ rights will be fully 
protected. It is this protection of the ten¬ 
ants’ rights that is so important. 

“I could not have supported a proposal 
that would result in homes and liveli¬ 
hoods being taken away,” he said.

Motorcyclist killed 
in collision with car 

A MOTORCYCLIST has died after a 
crash with a car on the A5 near Oswestry. 

The man in his 30s died when his Vin¬ 
cent Black Shadow motorcycle collided 
with a blue Ford Fiesta. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene after the crash 
at about 7.15am on Monday. The driver of 
the Fiesta was not injured. 

Holly Claydon-Bevan, West Mercia Po¬ 
lice spokeswoman, said: “It’s believed the 
motorcycle was travelling in the direction 
of Shrewsbury and the Fiesta was travel¬ 
ling in the opposite direction. 

“Sadly, the motorcyclist was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. Officers would 
like to hear from anyone who witnessed 
the crash or saw either of the vehicles be¬ 
fore the collision occurred.”

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Jail term warning for boss 
after man's tragic death

THE operator of a skate park 
where a man collapsed and lat¬ 
er died has been warned that he 
may go to prison after he admit¬ 
ted perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice. 

Matthew Jones, 20, fell ill in the 
basement at the Academy Skatepark 
in Rednal, near Oswestry, in October 
2014. He later died in hospital. 

Crispin Wrigley, of Cabin Lane, 
Oswestry, appeared at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court yesterday. 

He pleaded guilty to an offence of per¬ 
verting the course of justice and an offence 
of failing to comply with fire safety regula¬ 
tions at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

Wrigley deliberately failed to tell police 
about the existence of the basement be¬ 
tween October 31, 2014, and November 4, 
2014, and of cleaning it during the early 
stages of their investigation. 

The defendant, 39, had previously denied 
the allegations. 

Mr Jones, known as Matty, of Johnstown, 
near Wrexham, died in the early hours of 
November 1 after he was taken to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital after he fell ill. 

He had gone out with friends to celebrate 
his birthday by attending a Halloween 
party at the Academy Skate Park. 

The apprentice plumber worked at Holt 
Lodge Hotel in Wrexham. He was a tal¬ 
ented footballer who played for Rhos Ael- 
wyd Football Club. Following his death, 
tributes were paid to Mr Jones by friends 
and family from across the region. 

Mr Jones’ former football club, Johns¬ 
town Youth FC, held a minute’s applause 
in tribute to him days after his death. 

Johnstown Youth FC senior team man¬ 
ager Llion Drake said at the time: “Mat¬ 
thew was a local Johnstown lad. He has 
many friends at Johnstown Youth FC and 
will be sorely missed by everyone associ¬ 
ated with the club. On behalf of everyone, 
I would like to send our condolences to his 
family and friends at this sad time.” 

Judge Jim Tindall told Wrigley that due 
to the serious nature of the offences “cus¬ 
tody was an option”. 

The court heard he admitted the charges 
on the basis that he had been “less than 
co-operative” with the police. 

The case was adjourned for sentencing 
next month and for the preparation of re¬ 
ports. Wrigley was given unconditional bail. 


STAFF from Hope House Children’s Hos¬ 
pice’s shop in Oswestry are preparing to 
celebrate 21 years of trading.

shop. 

A charity raffle will also take place on the 
night. 

The shop, which opened in September 
1995, is managed by Eleanor Davies. 

She said: ““We are looking forward to cel¬ 
ebrating reaching an incredible milestone 
with our loyal customers and supporters. 

“It is also an opportunity for us to show¬ 
case the quality of donated items we re¬ 
ceive to anyone that hasn’t stepped into 
our shop.” 

Hope House staff say the shop would 


not exist without the dedicated team of 
volunteers and the kindness of supporters 
donating unwanted items, and customers 
browsing the shelves and rails and purchas¬ 
ing the goods. 

The shop raises vital money to support 
local children with serious conditions who 
are not expected to live into adulthood and 
their families.

Re-opening 
of bridge is 
welcomed 

RESIDENTS of a village that has 
been cut off by a bridge closure say 
they are delighted to see the route 
re-instated - after nine weeks. 

The historic Llandrinio bridge was 
badly damaged by flooding last win¬ 
ter. 

After a two-week closure the bridge 
re-opened but with a width and 
weight restriction. 

In July engineers closed the 18th 
century bridge on weekdays to carry 
out structural repairs. It finally re¬ 
opened on Friday. 

The closure has meant long de¬ 
tours for people that normally use the 
B4393 that connects the Welsh border 
area with Shrewsbury. 

Worse hit have been the drivers of 
heavy goods vehicles who have been 
unable to use the smaller country 
roads use by motorists because of 
temporary weight restrictions placed 
on them during the duration of the 
closure. 

Local businesses say they have no¬ 
ticed a drop in trade because of the 
bridge closure. 

Jean Lewis, who runs Llandrinio 
garage, shop and post office, said it 
had been extremely quiet. 

“The road has been open in the eve¬ 
nings and at weekends but we have 
missed the weekday and commuter 
traffic,” she said. “It has been a very 
long closure and I know drivers have 
been really fed up.” 

inquest told of 
fatal road crash 

A TALENTED horse rider died after 
his car hit a wall in the early hours of 
the morning, an inquest heard. 

Lewis Holyoake died on Septem¬ 
ber 11 just metres from his home in 
Melverley near Oswestry. 

The inquest on the 30-year-old 
groundsman, who won a regional 
show jumping championship at the 
age of 12, was opened and adjourned 
on Thursday last week by John Ellery, 
senior coroner for Shropshire, Tel¬ 
ford & Wrekin. The hearing was told 
that Mr Holyoake had been driving 
friends to and from a party in Market 
Drayton in the hours preceding his 
death. When he was 150 metres from 
his home in Melverley, his Vauxhall 
Corsa collided with a stone wall. 

A post mortem was carried out and 
gave the cause of death as multiple in¬ 
juries arising from a road traffic colli¬ 
sion. The inquest was adjourned until 
January 17 at Shirehall, Shrewsbury. 


Tributes to 'kind and caring' Joel 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a man 
who has died after battling cancer 
since the age of 19. 

Joel Hassall, 25, from Oswestry, 
died on Friday night at Severn Hos¬ 
pice in Shrewsbury, after spending six 
years fighting the disease. 

His mother Jenette Morris de¬ 
scribed her son as “one of the kindest 
and most caring people who was loved 
by everyone”. 


She said: “Joel was funny and car¬ 
ing but he could also be stubborn 
and opinionated. He was always just 
Joel, and despite everything he went 
though he still had time for everyone 
and to listen to everyone else.” 

Despite first learning he had Hodg¬ 
kin’s Lymphoma - a type of cancer 
related to white blood cells - when he 
was 19, Mrs Morris said that didn’t 
stop Joel, of Langland Road, living 


life to the full. In 2013, Joel was given 
bone marrow from a donor in America 
through the Anthony Nolan bone can¬ 
cer register. While he was undergoing 
treatment, friends and members of the 
community banded together to set up 
a charity, Joel’s Goal. 

Mrs Morris said: “Joel’s Goal made 
such a difference, the funds raised 
gave Joel a holiday, they bought a lap¬ 
top for him when he was in isolation, 


they helped with travelling costs. I’m 
so grateful for everyone who was in¬ 
volved in Joel’s Goal.” 

She added: “I’d also like to take this 
chance to say how wonderful the Sev¬ 
ern Hospice had been to Joel.” 

Mrs Morris said Joel’s funeral date 
is yet to be confirmed. 

Joel leaves his mother Jenette, fa¬ 
ther Martin Hassall, brothers Luke 
and Cain and sister Molly.

Council boss 
to step down 

THE leader of Shropshire Council says he 
intends to step down from the post in May 
next year after the council elections. 

Councillor Malcolm Pate has been leader 
of the Conservative administration since 
being elected as Keith Barrow’s replace¬ 
ment in December last year. 

He said: “I am not intending to go over 
May 2017. I have already done six years as 
leader, six years as chairman and now an¬ 
other year and a half as leader.” 

Councillor Pate, 72, who represents Al- 
brighton, said he would however be seeking 
to continue as a local councillor represent¬ 
ing his ward. 

He has presided over a time of great 
change for Shropshire Council, with a num¬ 
ber of key decisions taken on his watch. 

He approved the closure of ip&e, the 
council’s controversial company, earlier 
this year, and has been leading the devel¬ 
opment of corporate strategy. 


e looking at several potential opportunities 
in the area but currently have no confirmed 
plans.” 

McDonald’s opened its first Shrop¬ 
shire-based restaurant in March 1982 in 
Telford. The town currently has four res¬ 
taurants, while Shrewsbury has three, and 
Whitchurch and Newtown one each. 

At present the firm has about 1,200 sites 
in the UK and wants to open a further 300, 
mostly drive-through, restaurants over the 
next 10 years. 

A new McDonald’s restaurant had been 
planned as part of the £45 million regen¬ 
eration of the Smithfield livestock site in 
Shrewsbury Road, Oswestry. 

The restaurant had been a key element 
of the transformation which was also to in¬ 
clude a Cineworld cinema, a new Morrisons 
supermarket and a Frankie and Benny’s 
restaurant. 

Although the project has brought about 
a new livestock market for the town, the 
other elements of the project have stalled. 

The plans were halted after it was an¬ 
nounced that Cineworld had pulled out of 
the deal leading Morrisons to re-think its 
plans. 

It was agreed by Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, Morrisons and Oswestry Livestock Auc¬ 
tions in March this year that the whole site 
would be remarketed.

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Patients' route to surgery 
blocked by careless drivers

DISABLED and elderly people are finding their route to a health cen¬ 
tre and doctors’ surgery blocked by drivers. 

Patients attending the Oswestry Primary Care Centre or Cambrian Surgery 
on the Gobowen Road can use a path that takes them from the town centre and 
across the Wilfred Owen Park straight to the complex. 

But those using wheelchairs or mobility scooters then find they can’t get off the path¬ 
way to cross the access road to the centre because cars are being parked half on and half 
off the pavement. 

Many have had no choice but to re-trace their journeys and instead use the often busy 

footpath on the main Gobowen Road, mak¬ 
ing themselves late for appointments. 

After being approached by the Oswestry 
Access Group, town mayor, Councillor Paul 
Milner, has urged drivers parking at the 
centre not to park on the pavement. 

And he says they also need to ensure that 
the dropped kerb is not blocked. 

He says that with the complex earmarked 
as a potential site for an upgraded, urgent 
care centre for the area, parking will have 
to be taken into consideration. 

“The path that runs along the side of 
Sainsbury’s, across Coney Green and then 
through the Wilfred Owen green is an ideal 
route for people visiting the centre,” Coun¬ 
cillor Milner said. 

“As well as the surgery there is also the 
minor injury unit in the building. 

Inconsiderate 

“People I have spoken to say that the fa¬ 
cility is excellent and the care from the staff 
is second-to-none.” 

“But inconsiderate drivers are making 
life very hard for patients who have mo¬ 
bility scooters, wheelchairs and even those 
with pushchairs.” 

Councillor Milner said cars parked with 
one wheel on the pavement meant that it 
was too narrow for the scooters and wheel¬ 
chairs to travel along. 

“It means that they can’t get to the 
dropped kerb further up the pavement.” 

Councillor Milner brought up the prob¬ 
lem at a ‘Health 4 Oswestry’ meeting in the 
town yesterday. 

“I was assured that there would be an 
overall look at parking at the centre would 
be investigated,” he said. 

The mayor is calling for an urgent care 
centre for Oswestry to be part of the re-or¬ 
ganisation of health services for Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin. 

He has already launched a petition call¬ 
ing for the proposed new emergency care 
centre for the region to be based at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and the Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford. 


Council soon 
to look for 
contract bids 

SHROPSHIRE Council is in the process 
of opening up bids for a highways contract 
which could be worth as much as £80 mil¬ 
lion. 

The authority’s audit committee quizzed 
the George Candler, director of place and 
enterprise at the council, on whether there 
would be enough large companies to pro¬ 
vide a competitive tender process. 

Mr Candler said that the contract, which 
would encompass roads maintenance, gul- 
ley clearing, grass cutting, and litter pick¬ 
ing, could be worth £80 million, making it 
the second largest contract handed out by 
the council, after its Veolia deal. 

Committee member Councillor John 
Cadwallader pressed the director over the 
number of companies that would be able to 
provide the service required. He said: “Are 
there enough people out there in the mar¬ 
ket to give us true competition in this?” 

In response Mr Candler said the market 
was limited due to the breadth of skills re¬ 
quired, but that there would be about six 
to eight large contractors who could bid for 
the contract. 

He said: “The providers, in terms of 
planned activities, in terms of the road 
marketplace is quite broad but when you 
start to pull all those things together, par¬ 
ticularly the reactive side, the wider main¬ 
tenance which we have a good record on, 
that market place is quite limited and that 
is because the margins they can make on 
the reactive side are not as great.” 


New homes boost economy

THREE housing developments in and 
around Oswestry will bring almost 370 
jobs. 

The new positions will include 20 appren¬ 
tice opportunities and the development will 
also generate £47 million for the county’s 
economy. 

The work of the Wrekin Housing Trust in 
Oswestry was highlighted at the National 
Housing Federation’s annual conference in 
Birmingham. 

The trust is developing 160 affordable 
homes in Oswestry by regenerating three 
brownfield sites. 

Work is now underway to clear land at 
the site of the old leisure centre ready for 
46 homes. 

A mixture of two and three-bedroom 


homes for affordable rent should be com¬ 
pleted by autumn next year. 

Nearby, work is well underway on the 
site of the former Burbidge site in Unicorn 
Road, where 35 two-bedroom houses, 13 
three-bedroom houses, one four-bedroom 
house and four two-bedroom bungalows 
are being built. These new homes will be 
complete by summer 2018. 

A new development for over-55s is also 
being built at Alexander Road under the 
trust’s ShireLiving brand. 

The scheme, named Ashwood, is set 
to open next summer and will provide 53 
apartments and eight bungalows together 
with on-site care and support and facilities 
including residents’ lounges and a restau¬ 
rant.

Welshpool says goodbye to its 
“first lady” this weekend when 
hundreds will gather to pay trib¬ 
ute to the life of Councillor Ann 
Holloway, who died aged 87. 

The town will never see her 
like again. 

For decades she represented 
Welshpool, firstly on Montgom¬ 
eryshire District Council and 
then Powys County Council and 
was twice the Mayor of Welsh¬ 
pool, highlighting just how well 
regarded she was in the town. 

Miss Holloway was fierce¬ 
ly proud of Welshpool and of 
its inhabitants. For close on 30 
years she taught at the town’s 
High School and it is testament 
to the respect she gained that 
hundreds of on-line tributes were 
posted by former pupils when 
the news of her passing broke. 

She had a remarkable memo¬ 
ry and knew the names and the 
parents’ names of just about 
every pupil she ever taught, a 
gift which stayed with her right 
to the end. 

My first encounter with the 
lady was back in 1967 when, 
along with a school chum, I was 
caught under-age on licensed 
premises by two teetotal teach¬ 
ers on the way back from repre¬ 
senting Montgomeryshire at the 
National Games in Carmarthen. 

Our school days looked num¬ 
bered with a visit to the head¬ 
master’s office promised, but 
she pleaded our case and we 
were let off with an embarrassing 
dressing-down. She never forgot 
that incident and would often 
reminded me that I might have 
been competing in the high jump 
event but it was she who saved 
me from the real high jump. 

Despite ill-health and mobility 
issues is recent months Council¬ 
lor Holloway continued to repre¬ 
sent the people of Welshpool as 
only she knew how. I visited her 
regularly over the last few weeks 
before her death and she still 
wanted to know what was hap¬ 
pening in her beloved town. 

I will miss her guidance, sup¬ 
port and friendship but Welsh¬ 
pool will miss her more than 
many people realise. 


There was a glimmer of light 
this week for campaigners fight¬ 
ing to save the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital’s accident and 
emergency unit as the Future Fit 
review of health services took a 
new twist, with news leaking that 
the unit will stay open. 

It appears that a financial 
appraisal panel will now rec¬ 
ommend to the Future Fit Pro¬ 
gramme Board that A&E at 
Shrewsbury should stay open 
with the Telford Princess Royal 
Hospital department closing. But 
it’s important to remember this is 
only a recommendation. 

It’s the first bit of common 
sense I’ve heard so far in this 
prolonged debate. The needs of 
the people of Mid Wales and the 
Oswestry area must be consid¬ 
ered when the final decision on 
the A&E unit is reached.

Telford's work changed 
the face of our country 


MARK ANDREWS looks at 
the impact the work of 
Thomas Telford had on our 
area's transport network 

HE was known as the Colossus 
of Roads. If Abraham Darby 
was the father of the Industrial 
Revolution, then Thomas Tel¬ 
ford was a pretty impressive 
guardian. 

The civil engineer, who died 183 
years ago this month, transformed 
Britain, and his impact was felt no¬ 
where more keenly than in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

So much so that when plans to extend 
the faltering Dawley New Town were 
being drawn up in 1968, housing minis¬ 
ter Anthony Greenwood declared that it 
would be named after him. 

Thomas Telford was born in the Scot¬ 
tish border village of Westerkirk, Dum¬ 
fries. He never knew his father John, a 
shepherd who died four months after his 
birth, and he was brought up in poverty 
by his mother Janet Jackson. 

After leaving school at 14 he found 
work as an apprentice stonemason, and 
his interest in civil engineering was prob¬ 
ably sparked by his work building new 
roads and a farmhouse on the estate of 
a local duke. 

Despite the nature of his day job, 
with its intensive long hours, Thomas 
spent his nights studying construction 
techniques, and by the age of 25 he had 
secured work in London building an ex¬ 
tension to Somerset House for Scottish 
architect Sir William Chambers. 

He continued his on-the-job training at 
Portsmouth dockyard where he learned 
about different materials and project 
management - but it was in 1786, at 
the age of 29, when Telford’s big break-

through came. A few years earlier he 
had renewed his childhood friendship 
with Sir William Pulteney who, like 
Telford, hailed from Dumfries. 

But while Telford was a poor, job¬ 
bing construction worker, Pulteney 
was anything but. Having married 
wealthy heiress Frances Pulteney in 
1760 - he was born William Johnstone, 
but changed his name after his wedding 
- he was reputedly the richest man in 
Britain. 

He was also elected MP for Shrews¬ 
bury in 1775, and having reacquainted 
himself with Telford, he commissioned 
the young man to turn the derelict 
Shrewsbury Castle into a palatial house 
fit for one of the great movers and shak¬ 
ers in British politics. 

The MP was grateful. So much that 
he created a special position for the 
young man, and in 1787, at the age of 


30 he became Shropshire’s first sur¬ 
veyor of public works - a post he held 
until his death in 1834. 

During his time as Shropshire’s sur¬ 
veyor, he had a huge impact on the 
county’s architecture and infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

His notable works include: 

• Shrewsbury prison: The Dana was 
designed by J H Haycock, but in 1787 
Telford was brought in to supervise 
construction. 

He met John Howard, the famous 
prison reformer, and remodelled the 
plans to create a more “humanitarian” 
institution. 

• In 1792 he completed Montford 
Bridge over the River Severn, the 
first of 40 bridges Telford built in the 
county. 

Telford used red sandstone, obtained 
from Nesscliffe Hill four miles away, 


and the bridge cost £5,800 to build - 
about £780,000 at today’s prices. 

• In 1788 he carried out the first ex¬ 
cavations in the site of the Roman city 
of Uriconium - now the major tourist 
attraction which is Wroxeter. 

• In 1793, Telford was appointed en¬ 
gineer for the Ellesmere Canal. 

The construction of Pontcysyllte Aq¬ 
ueduct saw the canal being built in the 
air at Trevor, near Llangollen. 

It was the biggest engineering feat of 
its day, taking 10 years to complete, fi¬ 
nally opening in 1805. 

Its piers stand more than 120ft high, 
carrying the canal in an iron trough 
fixed in masonry for the 1,000ft span 
across the River Dee, just lift lOin wide 
and 5ft 3in deep. 

One cannot help but wonder whether 
the first boatmen to cross the river felt 
any pangs of anxiety at floating in such a 
narrow vessel at such great height. 

• The A5. Well, at least the modern 
A5. The Romans had also made a contri¬ 
bution with their Watling Street. 

Telford was in the vanguard of the 
roads revolution which more or less 
literally paved the way for our modern 
road transport system today. 

The Government turned to Telford 
to improve the road from Shrewsbury 
to Holyhead and, separately, that from 
Shrewsbury to London. 

• Longdon-on-Tern aqueduct. The 
world’s oldest surviving cast-iron aque¬ 
duct is no longer in use, but is listed as 
an ancient monument and represents 
another engineering landmark. 

Built in 1795, it dispensed with the 
need for heavy, solid, masonry struc¬ 
tures, carrying the water in a trough 
made by lin thick iron plates. 

• Three churches. His first and best 
was St Mary Magdalene in Bridgnorth, 
dating from 1792. Less well regarded are 
St Michael’s at Madeley (1793-96), and 
St Leonard’s at Malinslee (1805) which 
both share an unusual octagonal shape. 

Telford died aged 77 on September 2, 
1834 at his home in London. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



When I learned that the Minis¬ 
try of Defence had decided that 
the Royal Irish Regiment would 
be vacating Clive Barracks at 
Tern Hill, I invited a number of lo¬ 
cal councils and agencies to set 
up a Task Force to ensure that 
the transition of the site from the 
MoD in 2020 works for the long 
term advantage of local people. 

The Task Force first met Mark 
Lancaster MP, the defence min¬ 
ister responsible, in London 
where visits to similar sites that 
are in the process of being de¬ 
veloped were proposed. 

Last week the Task Force, 
comprising representatives from 
Shropshire Council, Market 
Drayton Town Council and Stoke 
on Tern Parish Council, joined 
me in a trip to Prince Philip Bar¬ 
racks in Bordon, Hampshire. 

By Hampshire standards this 
is a fairly run-down area and the 
development of the town has 
long been hampered because 
it has been divided by a major 
trunk road. A new relief road is 
being built allowing the town to 
be reunited, creating a whole 
new town centre around the pa¬ 
rade ground and formal build¬ 
ings of the barracks. 

I was encouraged and im¬ 
pressed by the commitment 
shown by the MoD, and in par¬ 
ticular the Defence Infrastructure 
Organisation who had involved 
local groups and businesses 
from the beginning. 

They are building 4,000 hous¬ 
es, a care home, schools, a 
swimming pool and sports fa¬ 
cilities. Eight hectares of land 
will be dedicated to new em¬ 
ployment opportunities and they 
hope to create 5,500 new jobs. 

All the councils are working 
closely together and they saw 
this as a wonderful opportunity 
to totally rejuvenate the area. We 
can do the same at Tern Hill. 

Senior officials from Shrop¬ 
shire Council are already co-or¬ 
dinating the work of the Task 
Force most effectively and they 
are working closely with officials 
at the MoD. The next major step 
is for the announcement on tim¬ 
ing from the MoD in the autumn. 
Meanwhile they have plenty of 
work to do working with the 
MoD. 

The redevelopment of Prince 
Philip Barracks is a good exam¬ 
ple of disused MoD land being 
put to good use. 

We must work hard to emulate 
this in north Shropshire to build 
a well-planned town, complete 
with new homes, community fa¬ 
cilities and job opportunities. 

We can also learn from places 
such as Poundbury, an exten¬ 
sion of Dorchester where careful 
planning allows people to live, 
learn and work in the same place 
without having to use a car. 

I look forward to the next Task 
Force meeting in November. In 
the meantime I welcome input 
from my constituents.

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GP PRESCRIBED DRUGS THAT CAUSED VIOLENT REACTION. 

WHAT CAN WE DO? 

Q: My student son was prescribed some tablets which I picked up from the Chemist for him. The Pharmacist commented at the time that my son was a little 
on the young side for that particular treatment. The next day, when he started taking the treatment, my son suffered a very frightening oculogyric crisis which 
involved him being hospitalised and undergoing two treatments of medication to try and stop the reaction to the drugs. Is there any come-back on the GP? What 
can I do about this? 


A: It is easy to prove fault when there are black and white instructions that do not match up with the usual instructions recommended either by National or 
Professional Guidelines. In this instance it is possible that at that time it was reasonable for the drugs to be prescribed in the particular circumstances and it could 
be very difficult to prove otherwise, no matter what the Pharmacist might have said. 

In any sort of reaction like this you need a note of what the patient was told by the Doctor and you need to preserve the packaging and the printed instructions 
that were given by the Pharmacist. 

Your son was probably taken away from his studies whilst he was experiencing the reaction to the drugs and he will no doubt have been exhausted by the reaction, 
so it is worthwhile at least investigating what went wrong to make sure nothing similar happens to others in the future. 


It may be possible to put in a claim based on clinical negligence, depending on the instructions that were given about taking the drugs and perhaps also any 
warnings that should have been given about any symptoms or reactions that might have started. It is always useful to consult a local Solicitor experienced in 
clinical negligence claims and investigations.

The advice is often changed as to what 
food and drink we should eat and the quan¬ 
tity we take in.

I was one who fed my children a little of 
what we ate, carefully mashed or chopped 
to size according to age and agility of the 
child feeding itself. 

I think they’ve grown up quite well, as 
have thousands more, as are their children 


and grandchildren. Now, I am overweight. 
Yes, I know it well, but I still try to eat a 
balanced diet, plus a rare biscuit, twice a 
week usually - similarly with a packet of 
crisps, but one enjoyable night tipple. 

Sugar is taken no more than twice a day, 
about one spoon in total. 

Salt, well a little in the cooking and pep¬ 
per too if the flavour needs it, but I use 
herbs a lot - they are very tasty. 

I tried ‘healthy’ ready made meals; even 
adding salt, pepper and herbs, they were on 
the whole tasteless, as were the tinned veg 
I had to use in an emergency, their too soft 
texture added to the distaste. 


The whole, huge family love to eat the 
carefully balanced variety of veg - rarely a 
sweet pudding is needed, only special times 
call for one. 

The cost of the fresh or at times frozen 
food is far, far cheaper and more tasty than 
the ‘healthy’ meals. Even the little ones 
enjoy them more and I save a whole heap 
of money - well enough for a meal out on 
Wednesday lunch time at the Cottage Care, 
delicious and in good company. Don’t fol¬ 
low the fads. Think carefully for yourself or 
with advice from someone you really trust.

Delighted to see 
fracking is not 
likely to happen 

I AM truly delighted to see that the like¬ 
lihood of fracking in the Malpas area has 
decreased. 

Fracking is the controversial process 
of drilling down into the earth before a 
high-pressure water mixture is directed at 
the rock to release the gas inside. 

Water, sand and chemicals are injected 
into the rock at high pressure which allows 
the gas to flow out to the head of the well. 

A UK Petroleum Exploration and Devel¬ 
opment Licence (PEDL) had been granted 
for the Malpas area. 

However IGas have dropped the licence, 
and although another company could buy it 
up in the future, if IGas think it would be 
unprofitable to go ahead, it is unlikely that 
another would take a different view. 

Some other local areas, such as Wrexham 
are now not in an area with a live PEDL, 
although Farndon is PEDL 188 and is still 
live and so there could be seismic testing 
by June 2020 and another well could be 
drilled.

SEVERN Trent has started work 
on a major water pipe scheme in 
Mid Wales by investing £5 million 
over a year to replace nearly 30 
miles of the water network. 

The company says the work will lead 
to fewer burst pipes in the region.

“We’re expecting to be working in Powys 
for about a year, dedicating time to various 
points of the network that need some atten¬ 
tion. By replacing these pipes, it will allow 
us to continue to provide the communities 
with a reliable water source, with fewer 
bursts and disruptions to the water supply. 

“The people who know these rural areas 
best are the local residents, so when we’re 
doing work like this, we like listening to 
suggestions and talking to the community 
to help us to find those little gems of infor¬ 
mation which can make a huge difference 
to our plans. We also want to keep the com¬ 
munity informed about what we’re doing, 
and listen to feedback. 

“With this in mind, we’d really like to 
talk to the people who may be affected by 
the work in the area and have the chance to 
explain to them the benefits of this invest¬ 
ment into Powys.”

TWO colleges have said there is 
no risk they will become insol¬ 
vent after concerns were raised 
over further education pension 
funds. 

Oswestry’s North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege and Telford College of Arts and 
Technology have both been on a gov¬ 
ernment list highlighting organisa¬ 
tions with cause for concern. 

In a joint statement, principals of the col¬ 
leges say there is no risk of either college 
becoming insolvent, or failing to meet their 
pensions liabilities. 

The colleges have been working closely 
with the Skills Funding Agency and the 
Further Education Commissioner since the 
start of this year. 


Report y Downward 

The joint statement from TCAT princi¬ 
pal Jo Lomax and North Shropshire College 
principal Jackie Doodson says: “TCAT and 
North Shropshire College principals are 
happy to report that there is no risk of ei¬ 
ther college becoming insolvent, or failing 
to meet their pensions liabilities. 

“The colleges have been working closely 
with the Skills Funding Agency and the 
Further Education Commissioner since 
the start of this year to ensure that their 
finances are in the best possible health. 

“TCAT’s most recent Ofsted monitoring 
report highlighted TCAT as an improving 
college which has made great strides for¬ 
ward in the past few months.” 

In a recent inspection Ofsted said team¬ 


work between staff at TCAT was develop¬ 
ing across the campus, and that teachers 
were setting “high aspirations” for pupils 
and challenging them to improve their 
grades. 

In January North Shropshire College re¬ 
ceived an “exceptional financial support” 
grant from the department for business, 
innovation and skills after a decline in its 
financial health. 

In 2015 the college suffered a 20 per cent 
drop in revenue but its costs have remained 
the same. The grant to North Shropshire 
followed a visit to the college by further 
education commissioner Dr David Collins. 

He said the problems stemmed from a 
lack of curriculum planning, smaller than 
average group sizes and dwindling numbers 
going into further education in Shropshire.

Brent Ellis is backing calls for businesses to use local produce 

WHEN it comes to using local produce the Navigation Inn 
certainly backs local farmers. 

Not only does the Navigation, at Maesbury Marsh, near 
Oswestry, buy local ingredients for menus in its restaurant, 
it ensures local produce is available for sale to customers. 

And, with the historic pub on the side of the Montgomery 
Canal it means that not only local people but visitors to 
the area are getting the chance to try the very best of what 
it produced on both sides of the Shropshire/Wales border. 

The pub is run by Brent Ellis and Mark Baggett, who 
gave up their marketing and media jobs in the south of 
England 12 years ago to buy and run their new venture. 

Brent said: “Our food is home-made and we take great 
pride in sourcing local produce and ensuring that all of our 
meat and poultry conforms to the highest welfare stand¬ 
ards - wherever possible free range, outdoors and local. 
Menus change throughout the year to reflect the seasons 
and the majority of dishes are prepared from scratch.” 

He added: “We source and serve local produce wherever 
possible from local specialist farms and butchers and we 
make every effort to serve ethically-produced British meat 
and poultry including free range chicken, eggs, pork and 
pork products.” 

Council in 
funding plan 


SHROPSHIRE Council will 
use millions of pounds of 
one-off funding to prevent 
immediate cuts to a host of 
closure-threatened services. 

Clive Wright, chief exec¬ 
utive of the authority, said 
that the council is planning 
to use the funding to bridge 
a gap in its budget for the 
next three years. 

The decision means a va¬ 
riety of threatened services, 
such as leisure facilities and 
museums, will not face im¬ 
mediate closure from next 
year as originally proposed. 

Mr Wright said that the 
use of one-off funding, to be 
generated from a number of 
sources including the sale of 
council land and property, 
and grants from Govern¬ 
ment, would allow longer for 
the authority to secure more 
money from Government, or 
organisations which could 
take over the running of 
services. 

So far the authority has 
found one-off funding for 
the next two and a half 
years, and is continuing 
to look for the remaining 
six months of savings. Mr 
Wright said: “I think it is 
good news in that we are 
fairly confident that we will 
plug this year and the next 
year with one-off savings.” 

The chief executive said 
that with funding in place 
the council could focus on 
attempting to influence 


Government policy and se¬ 
curing a greater financial 
settlement in future. 

He said: “It is a question 
of how we can then change 
from always managing a 
budget and arguing and be¬ 
ginning to put efforts into 
influencing Government. 

“The most important 
work we can do is to in¬ 
fluence Government and 
get fair funding for Shrop¬ 
shire and other rural areas 
because we cannot go on 
funding metropolitan areas 
with three to four times 
the amount of rural areas 
and expecting it to work. 
The cost of adult social care 
means that is impossible.” 

Mr Wright said that the 
cuts made by the council 
over the past few years 
mean there is little that can 
be saved without actually 
removing services entirely. 

He said: “We are not in 
the position we are in be¬ 
cause we are managing 
badly. As a council we are 
as efficient as anyone else.” 
The council’s financial posi¬ 
tion has been outlined in a 
report going to its cabinet 
this week. A host of coun¬ 
cil services such as leisure 
facilities, museums, parks 
and open spaces, have faced 
seeing their funding with¬ 
drawn, with town and par¬ 
ish councils in the process 
of considering whether they 
can run them.

Spotlight on Welshpool 

WELSHPOOL is a great place 
to shop, live and work and 
has a fascinating history. 

One of the most historic build¬ 
ings in the area is Powis Castle, 
one of the main reasons many vis¬ 
itors come to enjoy the area. 

The castle is known for its extensive, 
attractive formal gardens, terraces, 
parkland, deer park and landscaped 
estate. 

The property is under the care of the 
National Trust. 

Princess Victoria, later Queen Vic¬ 
toria, visited the castle as a child when 
her mother took her to tour England 
and Wales in 1832. 

While the castle itself is steeped in 
interesting history, the castle’s gar¬ 
dens are renowned and is a highlight 
of any visit to the area. 

The gardens have survived the 18th 
century reaction against the formality 
of earlier garden design, and Powis is 
one of the few places in Britain where 
a true Baroque garden may still be 
fully appreciated. It seems the terraces 
were hewn from the rock in the early 
1670s under the direction of French¬ 
man Adrian Duvall of Rouen, although 
William Winde may also have been in¬ 
volved, up until his death in 1722. The 
concept of formal terraces was intro¬ 
duced into northern Europe from the 
gardens of 16th century Italy. 

Another big attraction for visitors to 
Welshpool is the Montgomery Canal. 

A stretch of the canal can be found 
in Welshpool, as can the Powysland 
Museum. 

A campaign is ongoing to fully re¬ 
store the Montgomery Canal to its

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New life after horrors of war 



Musa and Carol can finally enjoy the simple pleasures of family life like going shopping after they were forced to flee Syria 


THEY could be any family enjoying 
a shopping trip - followed by a drink 
in a coffee shop with a lively three- 
year-old boy playing with a box of 
toys on the floor and a smiling baby 
girl in her mother’s arms. 

But for Musa and Carol such simple 

leasures are something they could not 

ave dreamt of four years ago, when they 
were forced to flee Syria after he was im¬ 
prisoned and interrogated. 

The couple and their children are among a 
group of families who have been given a new 
life in Shropshire, thanks to the Government’s 
Syrian Resettlement Scheme. 

They arrived in Oswestry, along with five 
other families, three months ago and - al¬ 
though things are still very new to them - they 
have already begun to feel part of the commu¬ 
nity. 

Today they spoke for the first time of their 
new lives in Shropshire and their gratitude to 
those who have given them a fresh start and 
helped them settle in. 

Musa, who ran his own bakery in Syria, is 
volunteering with a community furniture recy¬ 
cling scheme and Carol, as well as looking after 
the children, also volunteers. 

Their dream is to one day open a shop or res¬ 
taurant specialising in Arabic food in Oswestry, 
the town which, they say, has welcomed them 
warmly. 

Before the war in Syria Musa, 35, owned a 
bakery in rural Homs. 

He said: “I was a baker for over 10 years, 
worked for myself, built up my own business 
from zero.” 

After the war broke out he was suddenly ar¬ 
rested whilst at his bakery, detained for two 
months and interrogated. 

He still doesn’t understand why as he wasn’t 
involved in politics in any way. His father sadly 
died suddenly whilst he was in detention. 

When he was released in 2012 he and his 
wife Carol, 29, left the country for Lebanon 
where they had family, carrying just a bag of 
belongings. They were fearful that Musa, like 
many young men, would be conscripted into 
the army. 

They lived in a small, one-bedroom flat and 
a relative gave Musa a job working in a bakery. 


He said: “I didn’t want to go and to leave 
everything behind but everything was stolen, 
I lost everything.” 

He said his mother, who is unwell, now 
lives in a church in Lebanon, working long 
hours cleaning the church in exchange for her 
food and accommodation. 

When he heard his family was to be given 
the opportunity to build a new life here in the 
UK, he broke down in tears. 

“We asked not to live in a big city - to go 
somewhere small,” he said. 

“In a big city we would be anonymous. In 
somewhere smaller, we can be part of the 
community.” 

“I just want to live in peace and support my 


family and see what they need. I am not with 
the politics.” 

The couple are both picking up English as 
quickly as they can and Carol is hoping to go 
to classes at a local college. 

Musa said: “That level of English that I am 
speaking to you, I have learnt it since I have 
been here. 

“I try and speak to everyone because I want 
to learn. I have updated my English very well, 
quickly. 

“I want to learn English. I am going to 
spend the rest of my life here and I believe 
this will be my home, this will be my lan¬ 
guage.” 

He practices his English by chatting with 


his neighbours, many of whom are older. “We 
sit drinking coffee and talking. We drink cof¬ 
fee together.” 

Yet the couple don’t want to forget their 
Syrian roots and want to ensure that the 
children grow up speaking both English and 
Arabic. 

Carol said she was enjoying special sto¬ 
rytime sessions at Oswestry library where 
children can listen to and read stories in both 
English and Arabic. 

“I want the children to have Arabic and 
English,” she said. 

Their goal now is to be able to support 
themselves. 

Having had help in furnishing their new 


home from the Chalk community interest 
company, based in Leg Street, Musa now vol¬ 
unteers with its furniture recycling, working 
with a van driver. 

He said: “If people want to give furniture 
we go to collect it, if they have furniture we 
take it to them. 

“My three-year old likes playing in the 
park with other children. 

“He loves to go to the supermarket, he 
starts to learn the language in the shop. He 
speaks the words.” 

If he cannot find paid work, Musa says he 
would like nothing more than to be able to 
open a shop or a restaurant specialising in 
Arabic food, adding: “I would like to bake 
again and make Syrian food.” 

While they enjoy British food they miss a 
special Syrian drink. 

Known as Mate, the caffeine-rich drink is 
made from steeping the leaves of the Yerba 
Mate, a species of evergreen tree. 

The couple are keen to thank the people of 
Oswestry who they say have been extremely 
welcoming. 

Musa said: “We want to thank everybody 
we know and everybody that we don’t know 
who has helped us - staff at Chalk, the Ro¬ 
tary Club and Jools Payne who helps the 
families in Oswestry. 

“We want to thank Refugee Action. 

“Refugee Action helped with everything. 
Every issue, for example shopping and learn¬ 
ing how things work here. 

“They keep supporting us, we are happy to 
have their support.” 

Refugee Action is currently working with 
local authorities up and down the country 
to resettle Syrians on the Government’s 
Scheme and refugees from other countries 
arriving through the Gateway Programme. 

Resettlement worker Steve Chaderton 
said: “Our staff and volunteers help to en¬ 
sure that the families arriving in Shropshire 
receive the right support to enable them to 
integrate fully into their communities.” 

He added: “This includes, for example, 
helping arrivals to get access to English lan¬ 
guage lessons, helping them to build their 
knowledge of their local area and direction 
as to where to go for further practical help 
or support. 

“We give as much or as little help that the 
families need or want.”

Bus firm creditors 
are set to lose out 



GHA Coaches ran bus services in Shropshire and Mid Wales before hitting financial trouble 


CREDITORS of a collapsed transport 
business are owed £5.3 million - but 
stand to receive only 5p for every 
pound owed. 

The company, which ran bus routes 
in Shropshire and Mid Wales, col¬ 
lapsed earlier this year. 

A report from its administrators 
Grant Thornton has laid bare the 
depth of the financial crisis which hit 
the company. 

In total, creditors are owed £5.276 
million from the company, with the 
taxman alone due almost £1 million. 

But only £241,860 will be available 
to divide between its unsecured credi¬ 
tors, meaning they will receive only a 
tiny proportion of the money they are 
owed. In a report the administrators 
said: “The current outcome statement, 
before costs, indicates unsecured cred-

itors will receive a dividend of the 
order of 5p in the pound.” 

Banks, as secured creditors, will re¬ 
ceive a larger proportion of the money 
they are owed. 

The report also describes how the 
company’s collapse came about. 

Having already extended its fund¬ 
ing with HSBC in 2013, 2014 and 
2015, the bank and Grant Thornton 
were asked in March this year to look 
at providing support as GHA suffered 
from trading losses, the end of rebates 
for fuel, and the repayment of financ¬ 
ing against its vehicles. 

By April a restructuring programme 
had already seen GHA reduced in size. 

It had also asked HMRC to defer 
some of its debts, but the taxman im¬ 


posed a winding-up petition which led 
HSBC to freeze its bank account in 
early July. When its council custom¬ 
ers denied it £1.5 million of funding 
which it had requested, the company 
was plunged into administration. 

The brothers behind the firm, Ga¬ 
reth and Arwyn Lloyd-Davies, have 
been disqualified from running bus 
companies after being found to have 
had a “catalogue of management fail¬ 
ures”. 

The coach company’s collapse re¬ 
sulted in the loss of 320 jobs. A total 
of 11 routes were left without service. 

The company is currently subject to 
an ongoing public inquiry. The hear¬ 
ing in Welshpool was told coaches 
were in such a bad state of repair 
that a wheel fell off a service carrying 
schoolchildren.

A FARMER whose wife died a 
year ago is building up a new 
herd of cattle in her memory, to 
raise funds for a cancer charity. 

Any profits that Emyr Wigley makes 
from the ‘Old Stackyard Blues’ herd 
at his home near Llansantffraid on 
the Shropshire/Powys border will be 
donated to Ovarian Cancer Action. 

His wife Eve loved the small Cefnrhos 
herd of British Blue cattle which the 
couple ran alongside their 120 dairy 
cows, a business they had built up 
before and after their marriage in 1972. 

They decided to sell up and retire in 
2007, take life a little easier and pursue 
their interests including gardening 
and walking. The profits from the farm 
enabled them to build a house with a 
large garden not far away. 

But Mr Wigley said: “The wheels 
came off our plans when Eve was 
diagnosed with ovarian cancer four 
years ago and she passed away last 
October aged 69. She was a most 
magical lady even though she did not 
enjoy robust health at times.” 

He has already raised £10,000 for 
Ovarian Cancer Action with donations 
and pledges in memory of his wife and 
a charity lunch. But now he plans to 


carry on the fundraising by started up 
the new herd on a large field in front of 
his house. 

He is building new accommodation 
for the six young females and two cows 
with calves. He is now looking for two 
more cows, preferably with bull calves. 

Paul Huxley Construction, which is 


putting up the agricultural buildings 
along with a new access road, is 
helping to boost the fundraising. 

Throughout September and October 
the company will donate 0.5 per cent 
of all buildings sales and proceeds to 
Ovarian Cancer Action - and send out 
awareness leaflets with every quote, 
showing the disease symptoms.

Plumbing firm is 
set to slash jobs 

A PLUMBING supply firm with a 
branch in Oswestry is set to axe up 
to 800 jobs nationwide as part of a re¬ 
structure. 

Wolseley, which owns the national 
firm Plumb Center, announced it will 
cut the jobs as part of a move that will 
see the closure of 80 branches and a 
distribution centre. 

The shake-up, which will cost the 
firm £100 million, comes during what 
bosses say has been a challenging pe¬ 
riod in the UK, where it has seen a 
sharp slowdown in growth. 

While no information has yet been 
released on which branches will be 
affected by the cuts, Plumb Center 
has bases in Oswestry, Shrewsbury, 
Hortonwood in Telford, Ludlow and 
Newtown. 

A spokesperson for Wolseley said 
the company hoped to minimise the 
impact of job cuts by re-shuffling peo¬ 
ple where possible. The group employs 
6,000 people in the UK. 

2,000 bales of hay 
destroyed in fire 

MORE than 2,000 bales of hay were 
destroyed in a blaze which closed a 
main road between Shropshire and 
Mid Wales. 

The fire, at Old Hall Farm, Butting- 
ton, near Welshpool, first started at 
about 4am on Saturday. 

Firefighters managed to contain the 
blaze but allowed it to burn out, and 
remained on site until Sunday. 

The A458 - the main road through 
the village - was closed throughout 
the weekend while the fire service 
dealt with the blaze. 

Five crews from Welshpool, New¬ 
town, Llanfair Caereinion, Llanidloes 
and Llandrindod Wells attended the 
scene, who used a main jet, four hose 
reel jets and a mechanical digger to 
get the blaze under control. 

A spokeswoman for the fire service 
said nobody was injured as a result of 
the fire. 


Animal rescue expert hailed 



John Blackwell, an expert in animal rescue, assisted at the scene 


A VET who worked to save animals 
following one of the most horrific road 
accidents to occur in the area, has 
been shortlisted for a prestigious title. 

In March 2010 John Blackwell, of 
Brownlow Veterinary Group in Elles¬ 
mere, worked in the recovery follow¬ 
ing a major crash on the A5 at Chirk, 
when a car went under a chemical 
tanker causing a 40-foot livestock 
lorry to jack-knife and flip over the 
barriers of the road viaduct at Afon 
Ceiriog. 

He was announced in this year’s 
shortlist for Vet of the Year at the An¬ 
imal Hero Awards 2016 for his work 
with large animal rescues in emer¬ 
gency situations. 

During the crash six years ago, 
three cattle fell to the ground 150 
feet below. A further 40 beef cattle re¬ 
mained on the trailer which was bal¬ 
anced in ‘thin air’. 

Mr Blackwell worked overnight 
with colleagues to humanely eutha- 
nise injured animals and rescue those 
that could be saved. 

He had to put down 17 animals in 
the container, with some destroyed 
by police firearms as it was unsafe for 
vets to access the animals. 

He managed to move a number of 
live animals to a safe cordon of gates 
and a mobile handling facility set up 
on the bridge. 

The crash involved the double 
decker Volvo livestock carrier, a Volvo 
tanker lorry and a silver Mercedes 
E200 estate car. 

Two people died at the scene and 
the driver of the tanker was treated 
for a head injury. 

Mr Blackwell, who lives in Burlton 
near Shrewsbury with wife Julie and 
two daughters, also works with the 
British Animal Rescue and Trauma 
Care Association (Barta), which aims 
to educate those involved in animal 
rescue. 

Mr Blackwell has been a director at 
the veterinary group for over 20 years. 


He is also senior vice president of 
the British Veterinary Association and 
only lost out on being named Vet of 
the Year to Janey Lowes for the work 
she does with street dogs in India. 

Mr Blackwell said: “I will openly 
admit that at the end of the tragedy 
I was both physically and emotionally 
wrecked, but had confidently carried 


out my role in liaison with the inci¬ 
dent command and the police officers 
in attendance. 

“For Barta, the long term vision is 
to create a network of suitably trained 
veterinary surgeons who can be read¬ 
ily accessed by the emergency services 
when incidents, large or small, arise. 
If you think of our medical colleagues

and the standardised approach to 
human casualties offered by medical 
professionals, you can see what Barta 
is aiming to achieve. It was an honour 
to be one of the vets shortlisted for 
the Animal Hero Award and congrat¬ 
ulations to winner Janey Lowes and 
fellow nominee Kayleigh Hill. 

“I’m extremely proud to have been 
able to showcase what the Barta team 
is putting in place.” John and his 
colleagues at Barta have developed a 
training programme for vets which 
will soon be available. 

The programme comprises online 
learning mixed with classroom-based 
scenario discussion groups that will 
equip vets with the skills to work ef¬ 
fectively as part of the incident com¬ 
mand system. 

One of the two men who died in the 
accident was William Thomas Hefin 
Jones, 43, from Cardigan. He was the 
driver of the cattle truck which was 
involved in the collision. 

The Mercedes driver, 45-year-old 
Stuart Davies of Mold, also died at the 
scene. 

The crash damaged barriers on the 
road bridge, forcing the road - which 
is the main route from Shropshire into 
North Wales - to be closed for three 
days. 


Challenging 
and scenic 
day out for 
walkingdub 

WELSHPOOL Ramblers enjoyed a 
scenic and challenging route on their 
last outing. 

The group’s walk on September 4 
was from Llanbrynmair, led by Jim 
Rowley. 

The route of the originally planned 
walk was changed, with the object of 
reducing the 12-mile length. Follow¬ 
ing Glyndwr’s Way, after a stiff ini¬ 
tial climb the group of nine continued 
along the ridge to a point near the top 
of Panylau Gwynion. 

Then, instead of heading for Llynn 
Gwyddior, the modified route took 
them to the east, down into the Gam 
valley before re-ascending to the ridge 
to return to the starting point by the 
paths followed on the outward leg. 
Opinion was divided whether the re¬ 
sulting path was a “P” or a lollipop. 

The best laid plans of mice and men 
being what they are, the attempt to 
shorten the projected walk was found 
to have led to one of 13.5 miles instead 
of 12, but given the good walking con¬ 
ditions and the superb countryside 
and views, no regrets were heard. 

The next Welshpool Ramblers walk 
on Sunday will go to Bromlow Callow 
from Leigh Hall. It is being led by 
Gerry Skinner. 

The seven-mile circular route will 
be along tracks and lanes via Whits- 
burn Hill and Meadowtown to reach 
Castle Ring and then the Callow, re¬ 
turning past Blue Barn. 

All are welcome, but no dogs on the 
walk please. 

Meet at 9am in the car park beside 
the Welshpool Tourist Centre (OS 
grid ref SJ225075), from where trans¬ 
port may be available, or alternatively 
at the start of the walk at the layby on 
the Brockton to Minsterley road, near 
Leigh Hall (OS grid ref SJ331035) for 
a 9.45am start.

The five is still alive 


HOW many times have you acciden¬ 
tally washed a five pound note end¬ 
ing up with a soggy mush or ripped 
a piece off the corner and had to try 
to tape it back together again? 

When the Bank of England revealed it 
was going to introduce a new plastic fiv¬ 
er, to overcome the problems of the paper 
note there was scepticism. 

Businesswoman, cyclist and mum, Claire 
Barkley, was given one of the new notes in her 
change and decided to put it to the test. The 
results have seen the fiver - made from poly¬ 
mer - survive everything she could throw at it. 


Claire and husband Pete run Stuart Barkley 
cycles in Oswestry and deal with notes every 
day. And, as a cyclist she knows only too well 
the feeling when you pull out the fiver you have 
put in your jacket only to find a sticky jelly 
sweet stuck to it. 

“When we have our Bike with Claire cycle 
trips and get caught in the rain, we often find 
ourselves clutching wet notes to pay for our cof¬ 
fee and cake when we take a break,” she said. 

To help with the ‘road test’ of the note, 
Claire agreed to put it through the mill. 

The poor fiver was first subjected to the 
sticky sweets test - the mess wiped off easily. 

Then it found itself under the wheels of her 
bike. 


The muddy tyre tried to make its mark on 
the note, but in vain. The dirt didn’t make an 
impression. 

There was an attempt to rip it but that failed. 

After that Claire decided to give her fiver a 
cycle in the washing machine. 

“It came out perfect, just a little wet,” she 
said. 

She then gave it the ultimate test, a blast 
from the industrial pressure washer in the 
cycle workshop at their bike shop. 

And yes, the fiver came through that un¬ 
scathed. 

“I really was very impressed,” she said. 

“No more soggy notes in cycling kit and no 
more dirty notes in the till.”

At launch, the new trim will be avail¬ 
able solely on the T32 Kombi model, 
although further variants, including a 


panel van, will be offered later this year 
in time for 2017 deliveries. 

From the outside, the newcomer 
is set apart by 18-inch two-tone alloy 
wheels, lowered suspension and sport¬ 
ier bumper. 

Inside, there’s embossed leather up¬ 
holstery, along with air conditioning, a 
heated windscreen and the Discover 
Media touchscreen satellite navigation 
system. 

Other technologies on board include 
parking sensors front and rear, LED 
lights and App Connect, which is a 


smartphone connectivity system that 
VW says allows “seamless” integration. 

Under the bonnet is a 2.0-litre diesel 
engine producing 178bhp and a sev¬ 
en-speed automatic gearbox, a com¬ 
bination that emits 195g of C02 per 
kilometre. 

A more powerful 201 bhp diesel en¬ 
gine will join the range at a later date, 
as well as a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission.

HOT-SHOT Sarah Morris proved a hit in the 
The Oswestry Police Clay Pigeon Shooting 
Club’s John Mac trophy shoot held at Elles¬ 
mere College. 

Morris was bang on target to fire a winning 
score of 43 (with handicap taken into account) 
to see off more than 20 rivals and pick up the 
trophy donated by the family of a former mem¬ 
ber who passed away a few years ago. 

The competition saw each shooter take aim 
at 50 clay targets in various different config¬ 
urations, from some slow moving incomers to 
some distant outgoers that many a skilled shot 
failed to hit at all. 

Different size clay targets, thrown in differ¬ 
ent directions, at different speeds make the 
course of the shoot difficult for most members. 

Shooters used 12 bore or 20 bore shotguns in 


an attempt to break as many of the presented 
clay targets as possible and variations of the 
sport appear in the Olympics where Steve Scott 
and Ed Ling both bagged a bronze medal each 
for Team GB.
